We have a teohnio for the measurement of the 
mental and physical potential of the individual. The en- 
closed paper contains a statement of seme of the kinds 
of problems -vdxieh are susceptible of solution by its use. 

I believe that a reading of this paper may 
serve to indicate the nature of the possible uses of the 
technic by your organization, thou^ the matter is not 
discussed in liie terms of the problems with wiiioh you 
are especially concerned. 

The technic will be proven in statistically 
by another series of tests. After that the report referred 
to on page nine will be completed. In seme pjr-eliminary 
tests - in tdiich the scores to be attained by each of a 
group of individuals about to take tne ’*?5.ggle Block Test", 
were predicted - we came up wilh a coefficient of .74. 

Thomas G. Herendeen, Labor Statistician for 
The American Telephone & Telegraph Company participated 
in the preliadnary tests and will supervise our future 
tests, ■which we hope to conduct at the Thomas Al'va Edison 
Foundation with some -third organization either monitoring 
■the tests or supplying the group to be tested..
